Bernardo. 
He. 

Francisco. 
You come most carefully upon your hour. 

Bernardo. 
'Tis now struck twelve ; get thee to bed, Francisco. 

Francisco. 

For this relief much thanks : 'tis bitter cold. 
And I am sick at heart. 

Bernardo. 
Have you had quiet guard ? 

Francisco. 

Not a mouse stirring. 

Bernardo. 
Well, good night. 

If you do meet Horatio and Marcellus, 
The rivals of my watch, bid them make haste.

Francisco. 
I think I hear them. Standi ho! Who is there? 

Enter Horatio and Marcellus. 

Horatio. 
Friends to this ground. 

Marcellus. 
And liegemen to the Dane.

O, farewell, honest soldier : 
Who hath relieved you ? 

Francisco. 

Bernardo hath my place. 
Give you good night. {Exit.) 

Marcellus. 

Holla ! Bernardo ! 

Bernardo. 

Say, 
What, is Horatio there ? 

Horatio. 

A piece of him. 

Bernardo. 
Welcome, Horatio ; welcome, good Marcellus. 

Marcellus. 
What, has this thing appear'd again to-night ? 

Bernardo. 
I have seen nothing.

Horatio says 'tis but our fantasy, 

And will not let belief take hold of him

Of mine own eyes. 

Marcellus. 
Is it not like the king ? 

Horatio. 

As thou art to thyself: 

Such was the very armour he had on 

When he the ambitious Norway combated.

Marcellus. 

Thus twice before, and jump at this dead hour. 
With martial stalk hath he gone by our watch. 

Horatio. 

In what particular thought to work I know not ; 
But, in the gross and scope of my opinion, 
This bodes some strange eruption to our state. 

Marcellus. 

Good now, sit down, and tell me, he that knows. 
Why this same strict and most observant watch 
So nightly toils the subject of the land : 
Who is't that can inform me ? 

Horatio. 

That can I ; 
At least the whisper goes so. Our last king. 
Whose image even but now appeared to us. 
Was, as you know, by Fortinbras of Norway, 
Dared to the combat; in which our valiant 

Hamlet — 
Did slay this Fortinbras ; who by a seal'd compact. 
Did forfeit, with his life, all those his lands

An understanding simple and unschooPcL 
We pray you, throw to earth 
This unprevailing woe, and think of us 
As of a father : for let the world take note.

Queen. 

Let not thy mother lose her prayers, Hamlet : 
I pray thee, stay with us ; go not to Wittenberg. 

Hamlet. 
I shall in all my best obey you, madam. 

Kino. 
Why, 'tis a loving and a fair reply : 
Be as ourself in Denmark. Madam, come ; 
This gentle and unforced accord of Hamlet 
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ACT ONEoiSECOND SCENE 

Sits smiling to my heart : in grace whereof^ 
No jocund health that Denmark drinks to-day, 
But the great cannon to the clouds shall tell, 
And the king's rouse the heaven shall bruit again, 
Re-speaking earthly thunder. Come away. 

(Flourish. Exeunt all but Hamlet.) 

Hamlet. 

O, that this too too solid flesh would melt, 
Thaw and resolve itself into a dew !

How weary, stale, flat and unprofitable

to this ! 
But two months dead ! nay, not so much, not two : 
So excellent a king ; that was, to this, 
Hyperion to a satyr : so loving to my mother, 
That he might not beteem the winds of heaven 
Visit her face too roughly. Heaven and earth ! 
Must I remember ? why, she would hang on him. 
As if increase of appetite had grown 
By what it fed on : and yet, within a month — 
Let me not think on't — Frailty, thy name is 

woman ! — 
A little month, or ere those shoes were old 
With which she foUow'd my poor father's body, 
Like Niobe, all tears : — why she, even she, — 
O God ! a beast that wants discourse of reason 
Would have mourn'd longer, — married with my 

uncle. 
My father's brother, but no more like my father 
Than I to Hercules : within a month ; 
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Ere yet the salt of most unrighteous tears

Hamlet. 

I am very glad to see you. (^o Bernardo.) 

Good even, sir. 
But what, in faith, make you from Wittenberg ? 

Horatio. 
A truant disposition, good my lord. 

Hamlet. 

I would not hear your enemy say so. 
Nor shall you do my ear that violence. 
To make it truster of your own report

Against yourself: I know you arc no truant. 
But what is your affair in Eisinore ? 
. We'll teach you to drink deep ere you depart. 

Horatio.

And they in France of the best rank and station 
Are of a most select and generous chief in that. 
Neither a borrower nor a lender be : 
For loan oft loses both itself and friend. 
And borrowing dulls the edge of husbandry. 
This above all : to thine own self be true. 
And it must follow, as the night the day. 
Thou canst not then be false to any man. 
Farewell : my blessing season this in thee !

Given private time to you, and you yourself 
Have of your audience been most free and boun- 
teous : 
If it be so — as so 'tis put on me. 
And that in way of caution — I must tell you. 
You do not understand yourself so clearly 
As it behoves my daughter and your honour. 
What is between you ? give me up the truth. 

Ophelia. 

He hath, my lord, of late made many tenders 
Of his aflfection to me. 
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POLONIUS. 

Affection ! pooh ! you speak like a green girl. 

Unsifted in such perilous circumstance. 

Do you believe his tenders, as you call them ? 

Ophelia. 
I do not know, my lord, what I should think. 

POLONIUS. 

Marry, I'll teach you : think yourself a baby. 
That you have ta'en these tenders for true pay. 
Which are not sterling. Tender yourself more 

dearly ; 
Or you'll tender me a fool. 

Ophelia. 

My lord, he hath importuned me with love 
In honourable feshion. 

POLONIUS. 

Ay, fashion you may call it; go to, go to. 

Ophelia. 

And hath given countenance to his speech, my 

lord. 
With almost all the holy vows of heaven. 

Polonius. 

Ay, springes to catch woodcocks. I do know, 
When the blood bums, how prodigal the soul 
Lends the tongue vows. 

This is for all : 
I would not, in plain terms, from this time forth, 
Have you so slander any moment leisure, 
As to give words or talk with the Lord Hamlet. 
Look to *t, I charge you : come your ways. 

Ophelia. 
I shall obey, my lord. (Exeunt.) 
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THE FOURTH SCENE 

[T'ke action of Ais scene passes on &e same flai' 
form that was sbaiun in the first scene of titis act 
Hamlet and Horatio appear from the first entranct 
on the right and approach Marcellus, ^ivbo is on 
guard. Horatio stops at the left of the platform^ 
and looks out over tfie battlements.^ 

Hamlet. 
1 HE air bites shrewdly ; it is very cold. 

Horatio, 
It is a nipping and an eager air. 

Hamlet. 

What hour now ? 

Horatio. 

I think it lacks of twelve. 

Marcellus. 
No, it is struck. 

Horatio. 

Indeed ? I heard it not : it then draws near the 

season 
Wherein the spirit held his wont to walk. 

{A flourish of trumpets^ and ordnance shot off 
within?^ 
What doth this mean, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 

The king doth wake to-night and takes his rouse, 
Keeps wassail, and the swaggering up-spring 

reels ; 
And as he drains his draughts of Rhenish down, 
The kettle-drum and trumpet thus bray out 
The triumph of his pledge. 

Horatio. 

Is it a custom ? 
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Hamlet. 
Ay, marry, is't: 

But to my mind, though I am native here 
And to the manner born, it is a custom 
More honoured in the breach than the observance. 

Enter Ghost. 

Horatio. 
Look, my lord, it comes ! 

Hamlet. 

Angels and ministers of grace defend us ! 
Be thou a spirit of health or goblin damn'd, 
Bring with thee airs from heaven or blasts from 

hell. 
Be thy intents wicked or charitable, 
Thou comest in such a questionable shape 
That I will speak to thee : I'll call thee Hamlet, 
King, father, royal Dane : O, answer me ! 
Let me not burst in ignorance ; but tell 
Why thy canonized bones, hearsed in death. 
Have burst their cerements ; why the sepulchre. 
Wherein we saw thee quietly inurn'd. 
Hath oped his ponderous and marble jaws. 
To cast thee up again. What may this mean. 
That thou, dead corse, again, in complete steel, 
Revisit'st thus the glimpses of the moon. 
Making night hideous; and we fools of nature 
So horridly to shake our disposition 
With thoughts beyond the reaches of our souls ? 
Say, why is this ? wherefore ? what should we do ?

[ftke stage throughout this act is set to represent a 
room of state in the Castle.^ 

Enter Polonius and Reynaldo 

POLONIUS. 

CjIVE him this money and these notes, Rey- 
naldo. 

Reynaldo. 
I will, my lord. 

Polonius. 
You shall do marvellous wisely, good Reynaldo, 
Before you visit him, to make inquire 
Of his behaviour. 

Reynaldo. 
My lord, I did intend it. 

Polonius. 
Observe his inclination in yourself 

Reynaldo. 
I shall, my lord. 

Polonius. 

And let him ply his music. 

Reynaldo. 

Well, my lord. 
Polonius. 
Farewell ! {Exit Reynaldo.) 

Enter Ophelia. 

How now, Ophelia ! what's the matter ? 

Ophelia. 
O, my lord, my lord, I have been so affrighted ! 

Polonius. 
With what, i' the name of God ? 
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Ophelia. 
My lord, as I was sewing in my closet, 
Lord Hamlet, with his doublet all unbraced. 
No hat upon his head. 

Pale as his shirt, his knees knocking each other. 
And with a look so piteous in purport 
As if he had been loosed out of hell 
To speak of horrors, he comes before me. 

POLONIUS. 

Mad for thy love ? 

Ophelia. 

My lord, I do not know. 
But truly I do fear it. 

POLONIUS. 

What said he ? 

Ophelia. 

He took me by the wrist and held me hard ; 

Then goes he to the length of all his arm, 

And with his other hand thus o'er his brow. 

He falls to such perusal of my face 

As he would draw it. Long stay'd he so ; 

At last, a little shaking of mine arm, 

And thrice his head thus waving up and down. 

He raised a sigh so piteous and profound 

As it did seem to shatter all his bulk 

And end his being : that done, he lets me go : 

And with his head over his shoulder tum'd. 

He seem'd to find his way without his eyes ; 

For out o' doors he went without their helps. 

And to the last bended their light on me. 

POLONIUS. 

Come, go with me : I will go seek the king. 
This is the very ecstasy of love ; 
Whose violent property fordoes itself 
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And leads the will to desperate undertakings. 
I am sorry. 

What, have you given him any hard words of 
late? 

Ophelia. 

No, my good lord, but, as you did command, 
I did repel his letters and denied 
His access to me. 

POLONIUS. 

That hath made him mad. 
I am sorry that with better heed and judgment 
I had not quoted him. 
Come, go we to the king : 
This must be known ; which, being kept close, 

might move 
More grief to hide than hate to utter love. 
Come. (Exet/nt.) 

Flourish. Enter King, Queen, Rosencrantz, Guil- 

DENSTERN, and Attendants. 

King. 
Welcome, dear Rosencrantz and Guildenstern ! 
Moreover that we much did long to see you. 
The need we have to use you did provoke 
Our hasty sending. Something have you heard 
Of Hamlet's transformation. 

What it should be. 
More than his father's death, that thus hath put him 
So much from the understanding of himself, 
I cannot dream of: I entreat you both. 
That you vouchsafe your rest here in our court 
Some little time : so by your companies 
To draw him on to pleasures, and to gather 
So much as from occasion you may glean. 
Whether aught to us unknown afflicts him thus. 
That open'd lies within our remedy. 
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Queen. 

Good gentlemen, he hath much talk'd of you. 
And sure I am two men there are not living 
To whom he more adheres. If it will please you 
To show us so much gentry and good will 
As to expend your time with us a while 
For the supply and profit of our hope. 
Your visitation shall receive such thanks 
As fits a king's remembrance. 

Gro, some of you, 
And bring these gentlemen where Hamlet is. 
(Exeunt Rosencrantz, Guildenstern, and 

some Attendants.) 

Enier Polonius. 

POLONIUS. 

I do think, or else this brain of mine 
Hunts not the trail of policy so sure 
As it hath used to do, that I have found 
The very cause of Hamlet's lunacy. 

Kino. 
O, speak of that ; that do I long to hear. 

Polonius. 
My liege and madam, 

I have a daughter, — have while she is mine, — 
Who in her duty and obedience, mark, 
Hath given me this : now gather and surmise. 
(Reads.) 

" To the celestial, and my soul's idol, the most 
beautified Ophelia," — 

That's an ill phrase, a vile phrase ; " beautified * 
is a vile phrase: but you shall hear. Thus*. 
(Reads.) 

" In her excellent white bosom, these," etc. 
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Queen. 

Came this from Hamlet to her ? 

POLONIUS. 

Good madam, stay a while ; I will be faithful. 
(Reads,) 

" Doubt thou the stars are fire ; 
Doubt that the sun doth move ; 
Doubt truth to be a liar ; 
But never doubt I love. 

** O dear Ophelia, I am ill at these numbers ; I 
have not art to reckon my groans : but that I 
love thee best, O most best, believe it. Adieu. 

** Thine evermore, most dear lady, whilst this 

machine is to him, „ » 

Hamlet. 

This in obedience hath my daughter shown me. 
And my young mistress thus I did bespeak : 
*' Lord Hamlet is a prince, out of thy star ; 
This must not be : " and then I prescripts gave 

her. 
That she should lock herself from his resort. 
Admit no messengers, receive no tokens. 
Which done, she took the fruits of my advice ; 
And he repulsed, a short tale to make, 
Fell into a sadness, then into a fast. 
Thence to a watch, thence into a weakness. 
Thence to a lightness, and by this declension 
Into the madness wherein now he raves 
And all we mourn for. ' 

Kino. 
Do you think this ? 

Queen. 

It may be, very like. 
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POLONIUS. 

Hath there been such a time, Fd fain know that, 
That I have positively said " 'tis so," 
When it proved otherwise ? 

Kino. 

Not that I know. 

PoLONius. {Pointing to his head and shoulder.) 

Take this from this, if this be otherwise : 
If circumstances lead me, I will find 
Where truth is hid, though it were hid indeed 
Within the centre. 

King. 

How may we. try it further ? 

POLONIUS. 

You know, sometimes he walks four hours together 
Here in the lobby. 

Queen. 

So he does, indeed. 

POLONIUS. 

At such a time I'll loose my daughter to him : 
Be you and I behind an arras then ; 
Mark the encounter : if he love her not. 
And be not from his reason fall'n thereon. 
Let me be no assistant for a state. 
But keep a farm and carters. 

King. 

We will try it 
Queen. 

But look where sadly the poor wretch comes 
reading. 

POLONIUS. 

Away, I do beseech you, both away : 
I'll board him presently. 

(Exeunt King, Queen, and Attendants.) 
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Enter Hamlet, reading. 

O, give me leave : how does my good Lord 
Hamlet? 

Hamlet. 
Well, God-a-mercy. 

POLONIUS. 

Do you know me, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 
Excellent well ; you are a fishmonger. 

POLONIUS. 

Not I, my lord. 

Hamlet. 
Then I would you were so honest a man. 

POLONIUS. 

Honest, my lord ! 

Hamlet. 

Ay, sir ; to be honest, as this world goes, is to 
be one man picked out of ten thousand. 

POLONIUS. 

That's very true, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

For if the sun breed maggots in a dead dog, 
being a god kissing carrion — Have you a 
daughter ? 

POLONIUS. 

I have, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

Let her not walk i' the sun : conception is a 
blessing ; but as your daughter may conceive, — 
friend, look to 't. 
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PoLONius. {Aside.) 

How say you by that ? Still harping on my 
daughter : yet he knew me not at first ; he said 
I was a fishmonger : he is far gone : and truly in 
my youth I suffered much extremity for love; 
very near this. I'll speak to him again. — What 
do you read, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 
Words, words, words. 

POLONIUS. 

What is the matter, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 

Between who ? 

POLONIUS. 

I mean, the matter that you read, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

Slanders, sir : for the satirical rogue says here 
that old men have grey beards, that their faces 
are wrinkled, their eyes purging thick amber and 
plum-tree gum, and that they have a plentiful 
lack of wit, together with most weak hams : all 
which, sir, though I most powerfully and potently 
believe, yet I hold it not honesty to have it thus 
set down ; for yourself, sir, shall grow old as I am, 
if like a crab you could go backward. 

PoLONius. {Aside^ 

Though this be madness, yet there is method 
in 't. — Will you walk out of the air, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 
Into my grave. 

POLONIUS. 

Indeed, that's out of the air. {Aside.) How 
pregnant sometimes his replies arc ! a happiness 
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that often madness hits on, which reason and sanity 
could not so prosperously be delivered of. I will 
leave him, and suddenly contrive the means of 
meeting between him and my daughter. — My 
honourable lord, I will most humbly take my 
leave of you. 

Hamlet. 

You cannot, sir, take from me any thing that 
I will more willingly part withal: except my 
life, except my life, except my life. (Dawn L.) 

POLONIUS. 

Fare you well, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

These tedious old fools ! 

Enter Rosencrantz and Guildenstern. 

POLONIUS. 

You go to seek the Lord Hamlet ; there he is. 

Rosencrantz. (Ti? Polonius.) 
God save you, sir! (Exit Polonius.) 

Guildenstern. 
My honoured lord ! 

Rosencrantz. 
My most dear lord ! 

Hamlet. 

My excellent good friends ! How dost thou, 
Guildenstern ? Ah, Rosencrantz I Good lads, 
how do you both ? What's the news ? 

Rosencrantz. 

None, my lord, but that the world's grown 
honest 
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Hamlet. 

Then is doomsday near : but your news is not 
true. What have you, my good friends, deserved 
at the hands of Fortune, that she sends you to 
prison hither ? 

GUILDENSTERN. 

Prison, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 
Denmark's a prison. 

Rosencrantz. 
We think not so, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

Why, then 'tis none to you ; for there is noth- 
ing either good or bad, but thinking makes it so : 
to me it is a prison. 

Rosencrantz. 

Why, then your ambition makes it one ; 'tis 
too narrow for your mind. 

Hamlet. 

O God, I could be bounded in a nut-shell and 
count myself a king of infinite space, were it not 
that I have bad dreams. 

GuiLDENSTlu .N. 

Which dreams indeed are ambition; for the 
very substance of the ambitious is merely the 
shadow of a dream. 

Hamlet. 
A dream itself is but a shadow. 

Rosencrantz. 

Truly, and I hold ambition of so airy and light 
a quality that it is but a shadow's shadow. 
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Hamlet. 

Then are our beggars bodies, and our monarchs 
and outstretched heroes the beggars' shadows. 
Shall we to the court ? for, by my fay, I cannot 
reason. 

ROSENCRANTZ and GUILDENSTERN. 

We'll wait upon you. 

Hamlet. 

No such matter : I will not sort you with the 
rest of my servants ; for, to speak to you like an 
honest man, I am most dreadfully attended. But, 
in the beaten way of friendship, what make you 
at Elsinore ? 

RoSENCRANTZ. 

To visit you, my lord; no other occasion. 

Hamlet. 

Beggar that I am, I am even poor in thanks ; 
but I thank you: and sure, dear friends, my 
thanks are too dear a halfpenny. Were you not 
sent for ? Is it your own inclining ? Is it a free 
visitation? Come, deal justly with me: come, 
come; nay, speak. 

Guildenstern. 
What should we say, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 

Why, any thing, but to the purpose. You were 
sent for; and there is a kind of confession in your 
looks, which your modesties have not craft enough 
to colour : I know the good king and queen have 
sent for you. 

RoSENCRANTZ. 

To what end, my lord ? 
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Hamlet. 

That you must teach me. But let me con- 
jure you, by the rights of our fellowship, by the 
consonancy of our youth, by the obligation of 
our ever-preserved love, and by what more dear 
a better proposer could charge you withal, be even 
and direct with me, whether you were sent for, or 
no. 

ROSENCRANTZ. {Aside to GUILDENSTERN.) 

What say you ? 

Hamlet. {Aside.) 

Nay then, I have an eye of you. — If you love 
me, hold not off. 

GuiLDENSTERN. 

My lord, we were sent for. 

Hamlet. 

I will tell you why ; so shall my anticipation 
prevent your discovery, and your secrecy to the 
king and queen moult no feather. I have of late 
— ^but wherefore I know not — lost all my mirth, 
forgone all custom of exercises ; and indeed it goes 
so heavily with my disposition that this goodly 
frame, the earth, seems to me a sterile promontory ; 
this most excellent canopy, the air, look you, this 
brave o'erhanging firmament, this majestical roof 
fretted with golden fire, why, it appears no other 
thing to me than a foul and pestilent congregation 
of vapours. What a piece of work is a man ! how 
noble in reason ! how infinite in faculty ! in form 
and moving how express and admirable ! in action 
how like an angel ! in apprehension how like a 
god ! the beauty of the world ! the paragon of 
animals ! And yet, to me, what is this quintes- 
sence of dust ? man delights not me ; no, nor 
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woman neither, though by your smiling you seem 
to say so. 

ROSENCRANTZ. 

My lord, there was no such stuff in my thoughts. 

Hamlet. 
Why did you laugh then, when I said " man 
delights not me " ? 

RoSENCRANTZ. 

To think, my lord, if you delight not in man, 
what lenten entertainment the players shall receive 
from you : we coted them on the way ; and hither 
are they coming, to offer you service. 

Hamlet. 
He that plays the king shall be welcome ; his 
majesty shall have tribute of me. What players 
are they ? 

RoSENCRANTZ. 

Even those you were wont to take such delight 
in, the tragedians of the city. 

Hamlet. 

How chances it they travel? their residence, 
both in reputation and profit, was better both 
ways. Do they hold the same estimation they 
did when I was in the city ? are they so followed ? 

RoSENCRANTZ. 

No, indeed, are they not. 

Hamlet. 
It is not very strange ; for my uncle is king of 
Denmark, and those that would make mows at 
him while my father lived, give twenty, forty, fifty, 
a hundred ducats a-piece, for his picture in little. 
S'blood, there is something in this more than nat- 
ural, if philosophy could find it out. 
{Flourish of trumpets zvithtn.) 
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GUILDENSTERN. 

There are the players. 

Hamlet. 

Gentlemen, you are welcome to Elsinore. 
Your hands, come then : the appurtenance of 
welcome is fashion and ceremony : let me com- 
ply with you in this garb, lest my extent to the 
players, which, I tell you, must show fairly out- 
wards, should more appear like entertainment 
than yours. You are welcome: but my uncle- 
father and aunt-mother are deceived. 

GuiLDENSTERN. 

In what, my dear lord ? 

Hamlet. 

I am but mad north-north-west : when the wind 
is southerly I know a hawk from a handsaw. 

Re-enter Polonius. 
Well be with you, gentlemen I 

Hamlet. 

Hark you, Guildenstern ; and you too : at each 
ear a hearer : that great baby you see there is not 
yet out of his swaddling clouts. 

ROSENCRANTZ. 

Happily he's the second time come to them ; 
for they say an old man is twice a child. 

Hamlet. 

I will prophesy he comes to tell me of the 
players; mark it. You say right, sir: o' Mon- 
day morning; 'twas so, indeed. 

Polonius. 
My lord, I have news to tell you.

My lord, I have news to tell you. When Ros- 
cius was an actor in Rome, — 

POLONIUS. 

The actors are come hither, my lord. 

Hamlet. 
Buz, buz ! 

POLONIUS. 

Upon my honour, — 

Hamlet. 

Then came each actor on his ass, — 

POLONIUS. 

The best actors in the world, either for tragedy, 
comedy, history, pastoral, pastoral-comical, his- 
torical-pastoral, tragical-historical, tragical-com- 
ical-historical-pastoral, scene individable, or poem 
unlimited: Seneca cannot be too heavy, nor 
Plautus too light. For the law of writ and the 
liberty, these are the only men. 

Hamlet. 

O Jephthah, judge of Israel, what a treasure 
hadst thou ! 

POLONIUS. 

What a treasure had he, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 

Why, 

" One fair daughter, and no more, 
The which he loved passing well." 

PoLONius. (Aside,) 
Still on my daughter. 

Hamlet. 
Am I not i' the right, old Jephthah ? 
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POLONIUS. 

If you call me Jephthah, my lord, I have 
daughter that I love passing welL 

Hamlet. 

Nay, that follows not. 

POLONIUS. 

What follows, then, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 

Why, 

" As by lot, God wot,** 
and then you know, 

" It came to pass, as most like it was," — 
the first row of the pious chanson will show yo^i^xn 
more; for look, where my abridgment come^^*& 

Enter four or five Players. 

You are welcome, masters; welcome, all. I ar " 
glad to see thee well. Welcome, good firiends. C— -^» 
my old friend ! Why thy face is valanced since ^ 
saw thee last ; comest thou to beard me in Dei 
mark? What, my young lady and mistress 
By 'r lady, your ladyship is nearer to heaven tha: 
when I saw you last, by the altitude of a chopini 
Pray God, your voice, like a piece of uncurrei 
gold, be not cracked within the ring. Master^^ 
you are all welcome. We'll e'en to 't like Frenc^^ 
falconers, fly at any thing we see : we'll have ^ ^ 
speech straight: come, give us a taste of yoi 
quality ; come, a passionate speech. 

First Player. 
What speech, my good lord ? 

Hamlet. 

I heard thee speak me a speech once, but ' ^^ 
was never acted ; or, if it was, not above onci 
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ibr the play, I remember, pleased not the million ; 
"twas caviare to the general : but it was an excel- 
lent play, well digested in the scenes, set down 
with as much modesty as cunning. One speech 
in it I chiefly loved : 'twas iEneas' tale to Dido ; 
and thereabout of it especially, where he speaks 
of Priam's slaughter : if it live in your memory, 
begin at this line : 

" The rugged Pyrrhus, like th' Hyrcanian beast/' — 

It is not so : it begins with " Pyrrhus." Let me 
see, let me see : 

" The rugged Pyrrhus, he whose sable arms. 
Black as his purpose, did the night resemble 
When he lay couched in the ominous horse. 
With eyes like carbuncles, the hellish Pyrrhus 
Old grandsire Priam seeks." 

So! Proceed you. 

POLONIUS. 

Tore God, my lord, well spoken, with good ac- 
cent and good discretion. 

First Player. 

" Anon he finds him 
Striking too short at Greeks ; his antique sword. 
Rebellious to his arm, lies where it falls. 
Repugnant to command : unequal match'd, 
Pyrrhus at Priam drives ; in rage strikes wide ; 
But with the whifF and wind of his fell sword 
The unnerved father falls. 
But as we often see, against some storm, 
A silence in the heavens, the rack stand still. 
The bold winds speechless and the orb below 
As hush as death, anon the dreadful thunder 
Doth rend the region, so after Pyrrhus' pause 
Aroused vengeance sets him new a-work ; 
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And never did the Cyclops* hammers fell 
On Mars's armour, forged for proof eteme. 
With less remorse than Pynhus* bleeding sword 
Now fells on Priam. 
Out, out, thou strumpet, Fortune ! ** 

POLONIUS. 

This IS too long. 

Hamlet. 

It shall to the barber's, with your beard. 
Prithee, say on : he's for a jig or a tale of bawdry, 
or he sleeps : say on : come to Hecuba. 

First Player. 

**But who, O, who had seen the mobled 
queen — " 

Hamlet. 

" The mobled queen ? " 

POLONIUS. 

That's good ; " mobled queen " is good. 

First Player. 

" Run barefoot up and down, threatening the 

flames ; 
A clout upon that head 

Where late the diadem stood ; and for a robe, 
A blanket, in the alarm of fear caught up : 
Who this had seen, with tongue in venom steeped 
'Gainst Fortune's state would treason have pro- 
nounced : 
But if the gods themselves did see her then. 
When she saw Pyrrhus make malicious sport 
In mincing with his sword her husband's limbs. 
The instant burst of clamour that she made, 
Unless things mortal move them not at all, 
Would have made milch the buming eyes of 

heaven 
And passion in the gods." 
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POLONIUS. 

Look, whether he has not turned his colour 
and has tears in 's eyes. Prithee, no more. 

Hamlet. 

'Tis well ; I'll have thee speak out the rest of 
this soon. Good my lord, will you see the play- 
ers well bestowed? Do you hear, let them be 
well used, for they are the abstract and brief 
chronicles of the time : after your death you were 
better have a bad epitaph than their ill report 
while you live. 

POLONIUS. 

My lord, I will use them according to their 
desert. 

Hamlet. 

God's bodykins, man, much better : use every 
man after his desert, and who shall 'scape whip- 
ping? Use them after your own honour and 
dignity ; the less they deserve, the more merit is 
in your bounty. Take them in. 

POLONIUS. 

Come, sirs. 

Hamlet. 

Follow him, friends : we'll hear a play to- 
morrow. 

(Exit PoLONius with all the Players but the 
First.) 

Dost thou hear me, old friend ? (T^o Rosen- 
crantz and Guildenstern.) My good friends, 
I'll leave you till night: you are welcome to 
Elsinore. 

Rosencrantz. 

Good my lord ! 
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Hamlet. 

Ay, so, God be wi' ye ! 

(Exeunt Rosencrantz and Guildenstern.) 

Can you play the Murder of Gt>nzago ? 

First Player. 
Ay, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

We'll ha *t to-morrow night You could, for 
a need, study a speech of some dozen or sixteen 
lines, which I would set down and insert in 't, 
could you not ? 

First Player. 
Ay, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

Very well. Follow that lord; and look you 
mock him not. (Exit First Player.) 

Now I am alone. 

O, what a rogue and peasant slave am I ! 
Is it not monstrous that this player here. 
But in a fiction, in a dream of passion. 
Could force his soul so to his own conceit 
That from her working all his visage wann*d ; 
Tears in his eyes, distraction in 's aspect, 
A broken voice, and his whole function suiting 
With forms to his conceit ? and all for nothing ! 
For Hecuba ! 

What's Hecuba to him, or he to Hecuba, 
That he should weep for her? What would 

he do. 
Had he the motive and the cue for passion 
That I have ? He would drown the stage with 

tears 
And cleave the general ear with horrid speech. 
Make mad the guilty and appal the free. 
Confound the ignorant, and amaze indeed 
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The very faculties of eyes and ears. 
Yet I, 

A dull and muddy-mettled rascal, peak, 
Like John-a-dreams, unpregnant of my cause. 
And can say nothing ; no, not for a king. 
Upon whose property and most dear life 
A damn'd defeat was made. Am I a coward ? 
Who calls me villain ? breaks my pate across ? 
Plucks off my beard, and blows it in my face ? 
Tweaks me by the nose ? gives me the lie i' the 

throat. 
As deep as to the lungs ? Who does me this ? 
Ha! 

S'wounds, I should take it : for it cannot be 
But I am pigeon-liver'd and lack gall 
To make oppression bitter, or ere this 
I should have fatted all the region kites 
With this slave's offal : bloody, bawdy villain ! 
Remorseless, treacherous, lecherous, kindless vil- 
lain! 
O, vengeance ! 

Why, what an aSS am I ! This is most brave. 
That I, the son of a dear father murder'd, 
Prompted to my revenge by heaven and hell. 
Must, like a whore, unpack my heart with words. 
And fall a-cursing, like a very drab, 
A scullion ! 
Fie upon 't ! foh ! About, my brain ! Hum, I 

have heard 
That guilty creatures, sitting at a play, 
Have by the very cunning of the scene 
Been struck so to the soul that presently 
They have proclaim'd their malefactions ; 
For murder, though it have no tongue, will speak 
With most miraculous organ. I'll have these 

players 
Play something like the murder of my father 
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Before mine uncle : I'll observe his looks ; 
rU tent him to the quick : if he but blench, 
I know my course. The spirit that I have seen 
May be the devil ; and the devil hath power 
To assume a pleasing shape ; yea, and perhaps 
Out of my weakness and my melancholy. 
As he is very potent with such spirits, 
Abuses me to damn me. I'll have grounds 
More relative than this. The play's the thing 
Wherein I'll catch the conscience of the king. 

(Exit: 
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[T'ie scene is still the same as that on which the cur^ 
tain fell at the end of Act II. — a room of state in the 
Castle. l.he King, the Queen, Polonius, Ophelia, 
RosENCRANTZ, ^//^GuiLDENSTERN are disfosed obout 
the apartment^ 

King. 

And can you, by no drift of circumstance. 
Get from him why he puts on this confusion ? 

RoSENCRANTZ. 

He does confess he feels himself distracted. 
But from what cause he will by no means speak. 

Queen. 

Did you assay him 
To any pastime ? 

RoSENCRANTZ. 

Madam, it so fell out that certain players 
We o'er-raught on the way : of these we told him. 
And there did seem in him a kind of joy 
To hear of it : they are about the court, 
And, as I think, they have already order 
This night to play before him. 

Polonius. 

'Tis most true : 
And he beseech'd me to entreat your majesties 
To hear and see the matter. 

King. 

With all my heart ; and it doth much content me 
To hear him so inclined. 
Good gentlemen, give him a further edge. 
And drive his purpose on to these delights. 

RoSENCRANTZ. 

We shall, my lord. 

{Exeunt Rosencrantz and Guildenstern.) 
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Kino. 

Sweet Gertrude, leave us too; 
For we have closely sent for Hamlet hither, 
That he, as 'twere by accident, may here 
Affront Ophelia : 

Her fether and myself, lawful espials. 
Will so bestow ourselves that, seeing unseen, 
We may of their encounter frankly judge. 
And gather by him, as he is behaved, • 
If t be the affliction of his love or no 
That thus he suffers for. 

Queen. 

I shall obey you : 
And for your part, Ophelia, I do wish 
That your good beauties be the happy cause 
Of Hamlet's wildness : so shall I hope your virtaes

To both your honours. 

Ophelia. 
Madam, I wish it may. (Exit Quebk.) 

POLONIUS. 

Ophelia, walk you here. Gracious, so please jrou, 
We will bestow ourselves. (7i Ophelia.) Head 

on this book ; 
That show of such an exercise may colour 
Your loneliness- 
(Tl? King.) I hear him coming : let*s withdraw, 

my lord. (Exeunt King and Polonius.) 

Enter Hamlet. 

Hamlet. 

To be, or not to be : that is the question : 
Whether 'tis nobler in the mind to suffer 
The slings and arrows of outrageous fortune, 
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Or to take arms against a sea of troubles. 
And by opposing end them. To die : to sleep ; 
No more ; and by a sleep to say we end 
The heart-ache, and the thousand natural shocks 
That flesh is heir to, 'tis a consummation 
Devoutly to be wish'd. To die, to sleep ; 
To sleep : perchance to dream : ay, there's the rub ; 
For in that sleep of death what dreams may come, 
AVhen we have shuffled off this mortal coil.

I humbly thank you : well, well, well. 

Ophelia. 

My lord, I have remembrances of yours. 
That I have longed long to re-deliver ; 
I pray you, now receive them. 

Hamlet. 

No, not I ; 
I never gave you aught 

Ophelia. 

My honoured lord, you know right well you did ; 
And with them words of so sweet breath composed 
As made the things more rich : their perfume lost, 
Take these again ; for to the noble mind 
Rich gifts wax poor when givers prove unkind. 
There, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

Ha, ha ! are you honest ? 

Ophelia. 
My lord? 

Hamlet. 

Are you fair ? 

Ophelia. 

What means your lordship ? 

Hamlet. 

That if you be honest and fair, your honesty 
should admit no discourse to your beauty. 

Ophelia. 

Could beauty, my lord, have better commerce 
than with honesty ? 

Hamlet. 

Ay, truly ; for the power of beauty will sooner 
transform honesty from what it is to a bawd than 
the force of honesty can translate beauty into his 
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likeness : this was sometime a paradox, but now 
the time gives it proof. I did love you once. 

Ophelia. 
Indeed, my lord, you made me believe so. 

Hamlet. 

You should not have believed me; for virtue 
cannot so inoculate our old stock but we shall 
relish of it : I loved you not. 

Ophelia. 
I was the more deceived. 

Hamlet. 

Get thee to a nunnery : why wouldst thou be 

31 breeder of sinners? I am myself indifferent 

lonest ; but yet I could accuse me of such things 

that it were better my mother had not borne me : 

I am very proud, revengeful, ambitious; with 

more offences at my beck than I have thoughts to 

put them in, imagination to give them shape, or 

time to act them in. What should such fellows 

as I do crawling between heaven and earth? 

We are arrant knaves all; believe none of us. 

Go thy ways to a nunnery. Where's your father ? 

Ophelia. 
At home, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

Let the doors be shut upon him, that he may 
play the fool no where but in's own house. 
Farewell. 

Ophelia. 

O, help him, you sweet heavens ! 

Hamlet. 

If thou dost marry, I'll give thee this plague 
for thy dowry : be thou as chaste as ice, as pure 
as snow, thou shalt not escape calumny. Get 
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thee to a nunnery, go : farewell. Or, if thou wilt 
needs marry, marry a fool; for wise men know 
well enougn what monsters you make of them. 
To a nunnery, go ; and quickly too. Farewell 

Ophelia. 

heavenly powers, restore him ! 

Hamlet. 

1 have heard of your paintings too, well 
enough ; God hath given you one face, and you 
make yourselves another: you jig, you amble, and 
you lisp, and nick-name God's creatures, and make 
your wantonness your ignorance. Go to, I'll no 
more on't ; it hath made me mad. I say, we will 
have no more marriages : those that are married 
already, all but one, shall live ; the rest shall keep 
as they are. To a nunnery, go. (Exitl) 

Ophelia. 

O, what a noble mind is here o'erthrown ! 

The courtier's, soldier's, scholar's, eye, tongue, 

sword : 
The expectancy and rose of the fair state. 
The glass of fashion and the mould of form. 
The observed of all observers, quite, quite down ! 
And I, of ladies most deject and wretched. 
That suck'd the honey of his music vows. 
Now see that noble and most sovereign reason. 
Like sweet bells jangled, out of tune and harsh ; 
That unmatch'd form and feature of blown youth 
Blasted with ecstasy : O, woe is me. 
To have seen what I have seen, see what I see ! 

(Exit Ophelia.) 

Re-enter King and Polonius. 

King. 

Love ! his affections do not that way tend; 

Nor what he spake, though it lack'd form a little,

Nor do not 
saw the air too much with your hand, thus ; but 
use all gently : for in the very torrent, tempest, 
and, as I may say, whirlwind of^ your passion, you 
must acquire and beget a temperance that may 
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give it smoothness. O, it offends me to the soul 
to hear a robustious periwig-pated fellow tear a 
passion to tatters, to very rags, to split the ears of 
the groundlings, who, for the most part, are capa- 
ble of nothing but inexplicable dumb-shows and 
noise : I would have such a fellow whipped for 
o'erdoing Termagant ; it out-herods Herod ; pray 
you, avoid it. 

First Player. 

I warrant your honour. 

Hamlet. 

Be not too tame neither, but let your own dis- 
cretion be your tutor : suit the action to the word, 
the word to the action; with this special observ- 
ance, that you o'erstep not the modesty of nature : 
for anything so overdone is from the purpose of 
playing, whose end, both at the first and now, was 
and is, to hold, as 'twere, the mirror up to nature ; 
to show virtue her own feature, scorn her own 
image, and the very age and body of the time his 
form and pressure. Now this overdone or come 
tardy off, though it make the unskilfril laugh, 
cannot but make the judicious grieve; the cen- 
sure of the which one must in your allowance 
o'erweigh a whole theatre of others. O, there be 
players that I have seen play, and heard others 
praise, and that highly, not to speak it profanely, 
that neither having tfie accent of Christians nor 
the gait of Christian, pagan, nor man, have so 
strutted and bellowed, that I have thought some 
of nature's journeymen had made men, and not 
made them well, they imitated humanity so abom- 
inably. 

First Player. 

I hope we have reformed that indifferently with 
us, sir.

For what advancement may I hope from thee. 
That no revenue hast but thy good spirits. 
To feed and clothe thee? Why should the 

poor be flatter'd ? 
No, let the candied tongue lick absurd pomp. 
And crook the pregnant hinges of the knee 
Where thrift may follow fawning. Dost thou 

hear? 
Since my dear soul was mistress of her choice. 
And could of men distinguish, her election 
Hath seal'd thee for herself: for thou hast been 
As one, in suffering all, that suffers nothing ;

I have nothing with this answer, Hamlet ; these 
words are not mine. 

Hamlet. 

No, nor mine now. (To Polonius.) My lord, 
you played once i' the university, you say? 

Polonius. 

That did I, my lord, and was accounted a good 
actor. 

Hamlet. 

What did you enact ? 

Polonius. 

I did enact Julius Caesar : I was killed i' the 
Capitol ; Brutus killed me. 

Hamlet. 

It was a brute part of him to kill so capital a 
calf there. Be the players ready ? 

ROSENCRANTZ. 

Ay, my lord ; they stay upon your patience. 

Queen. 

Come hither, my dear Hamlet, sit by me. 

Hamlet. 
No, good mother, here's metal more attractive. 

Polonius. (To the King.) 
O, ho ! do you mark that ? 

Hamlet. 

Lady, shall I lie in your lap ? 

(Lying down at Ophelia's feet^ 

Ophelia. 
You are merry, my lord. 
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Hamlet. 

O God, your only jig-maker. What should 
a man do but be merry? for, look you, how 
cheerfully my mother looks, and my father died 
within 's two hours. 

Ophelia. 
Nay, 'tis twice two months, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

So long? Nay then, let the devil wear black, 
for rU have a suit of sables. O heavens ! die 
two months ago, and not forgotten yet? Then 
there's hope a great man's memory may outlive 
his life half a year : but, by 'r lady, he must build 
churches then. {Hautboys play.) 

Ophelia. 
What means this play, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 

Marry, this is miching mallecho ; it means mis- 
chief 

Ophelia. 

But what is the argument of the play ? 

Enter Prologue. 

Hamlet. 

We shall know by this fellow. 

Prologue. 

For us, and for our tragedy. 
Here stooping to your clemency. 
We beg your hearing patiently. 

Hamlet. 
Is this a prologue, or the posy of a ring ? 
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Ophelia. 
'Tis brief, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

As woman's love. 

Enter two Players, King and Queen. 

Player King. 

Full thirty times hath Phoebus' cart gone round 
Neptune's salt wash and Tellus' orbed ground. 
Since love our hearts and Hymen did our hands 
Unite commutual in most sacred bands. 

Player Queen. 

So many journeys may the sun and moon 
Make us again count o'er ere love be done ! 
But, woe is me, you are so sick of late. 
So far from cheer and from your former state. 
That I distrust you. Yet, though I distrust. 
Discomfort you, my lord, it nothing must.

Give o'er the play.

Give me some light. Away ! 

POLONIUS. 

Lights, lights, lights ! 

(Exet/nt all but Hamlet and Horatio.) 

Hamlet. 

Why, let the stricken deer go weep, 

The hart ungalled play; 
For some must watch, while some must sleep : 

Thus runs the world away. 

good Horatio, I'll take the ghosfs word 
for a thousand pound. Didst perceive ? 

Horatio. 
Very well, my lord. 

Hamlet. 
Upon the talk of the poisoning? 

Horatio. 

1 did very well note him. 

Hamlet. 

Ah, ha! Come, some music! come, the re- 
corders ! 

For if the king like not the comedy, 
Why then, belike, he likes it not, perdy. 

Come, some music !

Hamlet. 
Go, go, you question with a wicked tongue. 

Queen. 

Why, how now, Hamlet ! 

Hamlet. 

What's the matter now ? 

OUEEN. 

Have you forgot me ? 

Hamlet. 

No, by the rood, not so : 
You are the queen, your husband's brother's wife ; 
And — would it were not so! — you are my 
mother. 

Queen. 

Nay, then, I'll set those to you that can speak. 

Hamlet. 

Come, come, and sit you down ; you shall not 

budge ; 
You go not till I set you up a glass

How now, Ophelia !

Queen. 

Alas, sweet lady, what imports this song ? 
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Ophelia. 
Say you ? nay, pray you, mark. 

(Sings.) He is dead and gone, lady, 
He is dead and gone ;

At his heels a stone. 

Oh, oh! 

Queen. 

Nay, but, Ophelia, — 

Ophelia. 

Pray you, mark. 

{Sings.) White his shroud as the mountain snow,—

Ophelia. {Sings.) 

Larded with sweet flowers ; 
Which bewept to the grave did go 
With true-love showers. 

King, 
How do you, pretty lady? 

Ophelia. 

Well, God 'ild you ! They say the owl was a 
baker's daughter. Lord, we know what we are, 
but know not what we may be. God be at your 
table ! 

King. 

Conceit upon her father. 

Ophelia. 
Pray you, let's have no words of this ; but when 
they ask you what it means, say you this; 
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(Sings.) To-morrow is Saint Valentine's day 
All in the morning betime, 
And I a maid at your window 
To be your Valentine. 

King. 
Pretty Ophelia ! 
How long hath she been thus ? 

Ophelia. 

I hope all will be well. We must be patient : 
but I cannot choose but weep, to think they 
should lay him i* the cold ground. My brother 
shall know of it : and so I thank you for your good 
counsel. Come, my coach ! Good night, ladies ; 
good night, sweet ladies ; good night, good night 

(Exit.) 
King. 

Follow her close; give her good watch, I pray 
you. (Exit Marcellus.^ 

O, this is the poison of deep grief; it springs 
All from her father's death. O Gertrude, Ger- 
trude, 
When sorrows come, they come not single spies. 
But in battalions ! (ji noise within.) 

Queen. 

Alack, what noise is this ? 

Enter Marcellus. 

King. 

What is the matter ? 

Marcellus. 

Save yourself, my lord : 
The ocean, overpeering of his list. 
Eats not the flats with more impetuous haste 
Than young Laertes, in a riotous head, 
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(ycrbcars your officers. The rabble call him lord ; 
They cry ** Choose we ; Laertes shall be king ! " 
Caps, hands and tongues applaud it to the clouds,

{Noise wi^tn.) 
Kino. 
The doors are broke. 

Enier Laertes, armed; Jikvz^ following.

No, let's come in. 

Laertes. 

I pray you, give me leave, 

Danes. 

We will, we will {^they retire without the door.) 

Laertes. 
I thank you : keep the door. O thou vile king. 
Give me my father ! 

Queen. 

Calmly, good Laertes, 

Kino. 

What is the cause, Laertes, 
That thy rebellion looks so giant-like ? 
Let him go, Gertrude ; do not fear our person : 
There's such divinity doth hedge a king. 
That treason can but peep to what it would. 
Let him go, Gertrude. 

Laertes. 

Where is my father ? 

Kino. 
Dead. 
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Queen. 

But not by him. 

Kino. 
Let him demand his fill. 

Laertes. 

How came he dead ? I'll not be juggled with :

That both the worlds I give to negligence. 
Let come what comes ; only I'll be revenged

(Sings.) For bonnie sweet Robin is all my joy. 
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Laertes. 

Thought and affliction, passion, hell itself 
She turns to favour and to prettiness. 

Ophelia. (Sings.) 

And will a' not come again ? 
And will a' not come again ? 

No, no, he is dead. 

Go to thy death-bed. 
He never will come again. 
His beard was as white as snow. 
All flaxen was his poll : 

He is gone, he is gone, 

And we cast away moan : 
God ha' mercy on his soul I 

A.iid of all Christian souls, I pray God. God be 
wi' you. {Exit.) 

Kino. 

•aertes, I must commune with your grief, 
^r you deny me right. Go but apart, 
-'Vlake choice of whom your wisest friends you 

will, 
-^nd they shall hear and judge 'twixt you and 

me: 
If by direct or by collateral hand 
"Xhey find us touch'd, we will our kingdom 

give. 
Our crown, our life, and all that we call ours. 
To you in satisfaction. 

Laertes. 

Let this be so ; 
His means of death, his obscure funeral, 
No trophy, sword, nor hatchment o'er his bones. 
No noble rite nor formal ostentation. 
Cry to be heard, as 'twere from heaven to earth. 
That I must call 't in question. 
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Kino. 

So you shall ; 
And where the offence is let the great axe fell. 
Hamlet who hath your noble father slain 
Pursued my life. 

Laertes. 
And so have I a noble fether lost ; 
A sister driven into desperate terms, 
Whose worth. 

Stood challenger on mount of all the age 
For her perfections : but my revenge will come. 

Enter a Messenger, with letters. 

Kino. 
How now ! what news ? 

Messenger. 

Letters, my lord, from Hamlet : 
This to your majesty ; this to the queen.. 

King. 
From Hamlet ! who brought them ? 

Messenger. 
Sailors, my lord, they say ; I saw them not : 
They were given me by Claudio; he received 

them 
Of him that brought them. 

King. 
Laertes, you shall hear them. 
Leave us. (Exit Messenger.) 

(Reads.) ** High and mighty. You shall know I 
am set naked on your kingdom. To-morrow 
shall I beg leave to see your kingly eyes : when 
I shall, first asking your pardon thereunto, re- 
count the occasion of my sudden and more 
strange return. " Hamlet." 
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What should this mean ? Are all the rest come 

back ? 
Or is it some abuse, and no such thing "? 

Laertes. 
Know you the hand ? 

King. 
'Tis Hamlef s character. " Naked ! '' 
And in a postscript here, he says " alone.*' 
Can you advise me ? 

Laertes. 

I'm lost in it, my lord. But let him come ; 
It warms the very sickness in my heart. 
That I shall live and tell him to his teeth, 
" Thus didest thou." 

King. 

If it be so, Laertes, 
Will you be ruled by me ? 

Laertes. 

Ay, my lord ; 
So you will not o'errule me to a peace. 

King. 
To thine own peace. 

You have been talk'd of since your travel much. 
And that in Hamlet's hearing, for a quality 
Wherein, they say, you shine. 

Laertes. 
What part is that, my lord ? 

King. 

A very riband in the cap of youth. 
Here was a gentleman of Normandy : — 
He made confession of you, 
And gave you such a masterly report, 
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For art and exercise in your defence. 

And for your rapier most especial. 

That he cried out, 'twould be a sight indeed 

If one could match you. 

Sir, this report of his 

Did Hamlet so envenom with his envy 

That he could nothing do but wish and beg 

Your sudden coming o'er, to play with him. 

Now, out of this — 

Laertes. 
What out of this, my lord ? 

Kino. 

Hamlet return'd shall know you are come home : 
We'll put on those shall praise your excellence 
And set a double vamish on the fame 
The Frenchman gave you; bring you in fine to- 
gether 
And wager on your heads : he, being remiss, 
Most generous and free from all contriving. 
Will not peruse the foils, so that with ease. 
Or with a little shuffling, you may choose 
A sword unbated, and in a pass of practice 
Requite him for your father. 

Laertes. 

I will do 't ; 
And for that purpose I'll anoint my sword. 
I bought an unction of a mountebank. 
So mortal that but dip a knife in it. 
Where it draws blood no cataplasm so rare. 
Collected from all simples that have virtue 
Under the moon, can save the thing from death 
That is but scratch'd withal: I'll touch my 

point 
With this contagion, that, if I gall him slightly, 
It may be death. 
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King. 
Let's further think of this ; 
We'll make a solemn wager on your cunnings : 
I ha't : 

When in your motion you are hot and dry — 
As make your bouts more violent to that end — 
And that he calls for drink, I'll have prepared him 
A chalice for the nonce ; whereon but sipping, 
If he by chance escape your venom'd stuck. 
Our purpose may hold there. 

Enter Queen. 

Queen. 

One woe doth tread upon another's heel. 

So fast they follow : your sister's drown'd, Laertes. 

Laertes. 
Drown'd! O, where? 

Queen. 

There is a willow grows aslant a brook. 
That shows his hoar leaves in the glassy stream ; 
There with fantastic garlands did she come 
Of crow-flowers, nettles, daisies, and long purples ; 
There, on the pendent boughs her coronet weeds 
Clambering to hang, an envious sliver broke ; 
When down her weedy trophies and herself 
Fell in the weeping brook. 

Enter Marcellus and a Soldier, hearing the body 
of Ophelia and followed by ladies and courtiers, 

Laertes. 
I forbid my tears : but yet 
It is our trick ; nature her custom holds. 
Let shame say what it will. 
Adieu, my lord : 

I have a speech of fire that fain would blaze. 
But that this folly doubts it. 
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[ji churchyard is shown on the stage. Two 
Clowns enter^ bearing spades^ etc.^ 

First Clown. 

IS she to be buried in Christian burial that wil- 
fully seeks her own salvation ? 

Second Clown. 

I tell thee she is; and therefore make her 
grave straight: the crowner hath sat on her, and 
finds it Christian burial. 

First Clown. 

How can that be, unless she drowned herself 
in her own defence ? 

Second Clown. 
Why, 'tis found so. 

First Clown. 

It must be " se ofFendendo ; " it cannot be else. 
For here lies the point : if I drown myself witting- 
ly, it argues an act: and an act hath three branches ; 
it is, to act, to do, to perform : argal, she drowned 
herself wittingly. 

Second Clown. 
Nay, but hear you, goodman delver. 

First Clown. 

Give me leave. Here lies the water; good: 
here stands the man ; good : if the man go to 
this water and drown himself, it is, will he, nill 
he, he goes; mark you that; but if the water 
come to him and drown him, he drowns not him- 
self: argal, he that is not guilty of bis own death 
shortens not his own life. 
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Second Clown. 
But is this law ? 

First Clown. 
Ay, many, is*t; crowner's quest law. 

Second Clown. 

Will you ha* the truth on 't ? If this had not 
been a gentlewoman, she should have been buried 
out o' Christian burial. 

First Clown. 

Why, there thou say'st: and the more pity ' 
that great folk should have countenance in this 
world to drown or hang themselves, more tha.n 
their even Christian. Come, my spade. There 
is no ancient gentlemen but gardeners, ditchexs 
and grave-makers : they hold up Adam's profefi* 
sion. 

Second Clown. 

Was he a gentleman ? 

First Clown. 
A' was the first that ever bore arms. 

Second Clown. 
Why, he had none. 

First Clown. 

What, art a heathen ? I Tow dost thou under- 
stand the Scripture ? The Scripture says Adam 
digged: could he dig without arms? I'll put 
another question to thee : if thou answerest me 
not to the purpose, confess thyself — 

Second Clown. 
Go to. 

First Clown. 

What is he that builds stronger than either the 
mason, the shipwright, or the carpenter ? 
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Second Clown. 
The gallows-maker; for that frame outlives a 
thousand tenants. 

First Clown. 

I like thy wit well, in good faith : the gallows 
does well ; but how does it well ? it does well to 
those that do ill : now, thou dost ill to say the gal- 
lows is built stronger than the church : argal, the 
gallows may do well to thee. To *t again, come. 

Second Clown. 

'*Who builds stronger than a mason, a ship- 
wright, or a carpenter ? " 

First Clown. 
Ay, tell me that, and unyoke. 

Second Clown. 
Marry, now I can tell. 

First Clown. 
To^ 

Second Clown. 

Mass, I cannot tell. 

Enter Hamlet and Horatio, afar off. 

First Clown. 

Cudgel thy brains no more about it, for your 
dull ass will not mend his pace with beating, and 
when you are asked this question next, say " a 
grave-maker : " the houses that he makes last till 
doomsday. Go, get thee to Yaughan; fetch me 
a stoup of liquor. (Exit Second Clown.) 

{He digs^ and sings!) 

In youth, when I did love, did love, 

Methought it was very sweet, 
To contract, O, the time, for-a my behove, 

O, methought, there-a was nothing-a meet 
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Hamlet. 

Has this fellow no feeling of his business, that 
he sings at giave-making? 

Horatio. 

Custom hath made it in him a property of 
easiness. 

Hamlet. 

'Tis e*en so : the hand of little employment 
hath the daintier sense. 

First Clown. (Sings.) 

But age, with his stealing steps. 
Hath claw'd me in his clutch. 

And hath shipped me intil the land. 
As if I had never been such. 

(T'hraws up a siull.) 

Hamlet. 

That skull had a tongue in it, and could sing 
once : how the knave jowls it to the ground, as 
if it were Cain's jaw-bone, that did the first mur- 
der ! It might be the pate of a politician, which 
this ass now o'er-reaches ; one that would circum- 
vent God, might it not ? 

Horatio. 
It might, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

Did these bones cost no more the breeding, 
but to play at loggats with 'em ? mine ache to 
think on 't. 

First Clown. (Sings?) 

A pick-axe, and a spade, a spade. 

For and a shrouding sheet : 
O, a pit of clay for to be made 

For such a guest is meet. 

(throws up another skull.) 
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Hamlet. 

There's another: why may not that be the 
skull of a lawyer? Where be his quiddities 
now, his quillets, his cases, his tenures, and his 
tricks ? why does he suffer this rude knave now 
to knock him about the sconce with a dirty shovel, 
and will not tell him of his action of batteiy ? I 
will speak to this fellow. Whose grave's this, 
sirrah? 

First Clown. 

Mine, sir. 

(Sings.) O, a pit of clay for to be made 

For such a guest is meet. 

Hamlet. 
I think it be thine indeed, for thou liest in 't. 

First Clown. 

You lie out on 't, sir, and therefore 'tis not 
yours : for my part, I do not lie in 't, and yet it 
is mine. 

Hamlet. 

Thou dost lie in 't, to be in 't and say it is 
thine : 'tis for the dead, not for the quick ; there- 
fore thou liest. 

First Clown. 

'Tis a quick lie, sir ; 'twill away again, from 
me to you. 

Hamlet. 

What man dost thou dig it for ? 

First Clown. 
For no man, sir. 

Hamlet. 
What woman then ? 

First Clown. 
For none neither. 
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Hamlet. 

Who is to be buried in 't ? 

First Clown. 

One that was a woman, sir ; but, rest her soul, 
she's dead. 

Hamlet. 

How absolute the knave is ! we must speak by 
the card, or equivocation will undo us. How 
long hast thou oeen a grave-maker ? 

First Clown. 

Of all the days i' the year, I came to 't that day 
that our last King Hamlet o'ercame Fortinbras. 

Hamlet. 

How long is that since ? 

First Clown. 

Cannot you tell that ? every fool can tell that : 
it was that very day that young Hamlet was born ; 
he that is mad, and sent into England. 

Hamlet. 
Ay, marry, why was he sent into England ? 

First Clown. 

Why, because a* was mad: a* shall recover 
his wits there ; or, if a' do not, 'tis no great mat- 
ter there. 

Hamlet. 
Why? 

First Clown. 

'Twill not be seen in him there ; there the men 
are as mad as he. 

Hamlet. 

How came he mad ? 
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First Clown. 
Very strangely, they say. 

Hamlet. 
How " strangely " ? 

First Clown. 
Faith, e'en with losing his wits. 

Hamlet. 
Upon what ground ? 

First Clown. 

Why, here in Denmark : I have been sexton 
here, man and boy, thirty years. 

Hamlet. 
How long will a man lie i' the earth ere he rot? 

First Clown. 

P faith, if a' be not rotten before a' die — a' will 
last you some eight year or nine year : a tanner 
will last you nine year. 

Hamlet. 

Why he more than another ? 

First Clown. 

Why, sir, his hide is so tanned with his trade 
that a' will keep out water a great while ; and 
your water is a sore decayer of your dead body. 
Here's a skull now: this skull has lain in the 
earth three and twenty years. 

Hamlet. 
Whose was it? 

First Clown. 

A mad fellow's it was : whose do you think it 
was? 
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Hamlet. 
Nay, I know not 

First Clown. 

A pestilence on him for a mad rogue! a' 
poured a flagon of Rhenish on my head once. 
This same skull, sir, was Yorick's skull, the 
king's jester. 

Hamlet. 

This? 

First Clown. 
E'en that 

Hamlet. (T'akes the skull?) 

Alas, poor Yorick ! I knew him, Horatio : a 
fellow of infinite jest, of most excellent fancy: he 
hath borne me on his back a thousand times ; and 
now how abhorred in my imagination it is ! my 
gorge rises at it. Here hung those lips that I 
have kissed I know not how oft. Where be 
your gibes now? your gambols? your songs? 
your flashes of merriment, that were wont to set 
the table on a roar? Not one now, to mock 
your own grinning? quite chop-fallen? Now 
get you to my lady's chamber, and tell her, let 
her paint an inch thick, to this favour she must 
come; make her laugh at that Prithee, Ho- 
ratio, tell me one thing. 

Horatio. 
Whaf s that, my lord ? 

Hamlet. 

Dost thou think Alexander looked o' this fash- 
ion i' the earth ? 

Horatio. 
E'en so. 
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Hamlet. 

And smelt so ? pah ! (Puts dawn the skull.) 

Horatio. 
E'en so, my lord. 

Hamlet. 

To what base uses we may return, Horatio ! 
Why may not imagination trace the noble dust 
of Alexander, till he find it stopping a bung- 
hole? 

Horatio. 

'Twere to consider too curiously, to consider so. 

Hamlet. 

No, faith, not a jot; but to follow him thither 
with modesty enough and likelihood to lead it : 
as thus : Alexander died, Alexander was buried, 
Alexander retumeth into dust ; the dust is earth ; 
of earth we make loam; and why of that loam, 
whereto he was converted, might they not stop 
a beer-barrel ? 

Imperious Caesar, dead and tum'd to clay. 
Might stop a hole to keep the wind away : 
O, that that earth, which kept the world in awe, 
Should patch a wall to expel the winter's flaw ! 

But soft ! but soft ! aside : here comes the king. 

Enter Priests, &c.^ in procession; the Corpse of 
Ophelia, Laertes and Mourners follonving ; 
King, Queen, their trains^ &c. 

The queen, the courtiers : who is this they follow ? 
And with such maimed rites ? This doth betoken 
The corse they follow did with desperate hand 
Fordo its own life : 'twas of some estate. 
Couch we awhile, and mark. 

{Rearing with Horatio.) 
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Laertes. 
What ceremony else ? 

Hamlet. 

That is Laertes, a very noble youth : mark. 

Laertes. 
What ceremony else ? 

First Priest. 

Her obsequies have been as for enlarged 
As we have warranty : her death was doubtful ; 
And, but that great command o'ersways the order 
She should in ground unsanctified have lodged 
Till the last trumpet ; for charitable prayers, 
Shards, flints and pebbles should be thrown on 

her: 
Yet here she is allow'd her virgin crants. 
Her maiden strewments and the bringing home 
Of bell and burial. 

Laertes. 
Must there no more be done ? 

First Priest. 

No more be done : 
We should profane the service of the dead 
To sing a requiem and such rest to her 
As to peace-parted souls. 

Laertes. 

Lay her i* the earth : 
And from her fair and unpolluted flesh 
May violets spring ! I tell thee, churlish priest, 
A ministering angel shall my sister be. 
When thou liest howling. 

Hamlet. 

What, the fair Ophelia ! 
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Queen. {Scattering flowers^ 

Sweets to the sweet : ferewell ! 

I hoped thou shouldst have been my Hamlet's 

wife; 
I thought thy bride-bed to have deck'd, sweet maid, 
And not have strew'd thy grave. 

Laertes. 

O, treble woe 
Fall ten times treble on that cursed head 
Whose wicked deed thy most ingenious sense 
Deprived thee of! Hold off the earth a while. 
Till I have caught her once more in mine arms : 

{Leaps into the grave^ 
Now pile your dust upon the quick and dead. 
Till of this flat a mountain you have made 
To o'ertop old Pelion or the skyish head 
Of blue Olympus. 

Ham let. {Advancing?) 

What is he whose grief 

Bears such an emphasis ? whose phrase of sorrow 

Conjures the wandering stars and makes them 

stand 
Like wonder-wounded hearers ? This is I, 
Hamlet the Dane. 

Laertes. 

The devil take thy soul. {Grappling with him.) 

Hamlet. 

Thou pray'st not well. 
I prithee, take thy fingers from my throat; 
For, though I am not splenitive and rash, 
Yet have I in me something dangerous. 
Which let thy wisdom fear. Hold off thy hand. 

King. 
Pluck them asunder. 
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Queen. 

Hamlet, Hamlet ! 

All. 

Gentlemen, — 
Horatio. 

Good my lord, be quiet 

i^he Attendants part them^ and they come out 
of the grave ^ 

Hamlet. 

Why, I will fight with him upon this theme 
Until my eyelids will no longer wag. 

Queen. 

my son, what theme ? 

Hamlet. 

1 loved Ophelia : forty thousand brothers 
Could not, with all their quantity of love. 
Make up my sum. What wilt thou do for her ? 

King. 
O, he is mad, Laertes. 

Queen. 

For love of God, forbear him. 

Hamlet. 

'S wounds, show me what thou 'It do: 

Woo 't weep ? woo 't fight ? woo 't fast ? woo 't 

tear thyself? 
rU do 't. Dost thou come here to whine ? 
To outface me with leaping in her grave ? 
Be buried quick with her, and so will I : 
And, if thou prate of mountains, let them throw 
Millions of acres on us, till our ground. 
Singeing his pate against the burning zone. 
Make Ossa like a wart ! Nay, and thou It mouth, 
rU rant as well as thou.

Peace ! who comes here ? 

Enter Osric. 

OSRIC. 

Your lordship is right welcome back to Den- 
mark.

Horatio. 
No, my good lord. 

Hamlet. 

Thy state is the more gracious, for *tis a vice to 
know him. 

OsRIC. 

Sweet lord, if your lordship were at leisure, I 
should impart a thing to you from his majesty. 

Hamlet. 

I will receive it, sir, with all diligence of 
spirit. Put your bonnet to his right use ; 'tis for 
the head. 
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OSRIC. 

I thank your lordship, it is very hot 

Hamlet. 

No, believe me, 'tis very cold; the wind is 
northerly. 

OsRIC. 

It is indifferent cold, my lord, indeed. 

Hamlet. 

But yet methinks it is very sultry and hot, or 
my complexion — 

OsRIC. 

Exceedingly, my lord; it is very sultry, as 
'twere, — I cannot tell how. But, my lord, his 
majesty bade me signify to you that he has laid 
a great wager on your head : sir, this is the mat- 
ter — 

Hamlet. 

I beseech you, remember — 

(Hamlet moves him to put on his hat.) 

OsRic. 

Nay, good my lord; for mine ease, in good 
faith. Sir, here is newly come to court Laertes ; 
believe me, an absolute gentleman, full of most 
excellent differences, of very soft society and 
great showing: indeed, to speak feelingly of him, 
he is the card or calendar of gentry, for you shall 
find in him the continent of what part a gentle- 
man would see. 

Hamlet. 

What imports the nomination of this gentle- 
man? 

OsRIC. 

Of Laertes ? 
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Hamlet. 
Of him, sir. 

OSRIC. 

You are not ignorant of what excellence 
Laertes is — 

Hamlet. 

I dare not confess that, lest I should compare 
with him in excellence ; but, to know a man 
well, were to know himself 

OsRIC. 

I mean, sir, for his weapon. 

Hamlet. 

What's his weapon ? 

OsRIC. 

Rapier and dagger. 

Hamlet. 
That's two of his weapons : but, well. 

OsRIC. 

The king, sir, hath wagered with him six Bar- 
bary horses : against the which he has imponed, 
as I take it, six French rapiers and poniards, with 
their assigns, as girdle, hanger, and . so : three of 
the carriages, in raith, are very dear to fancy, very 
responsive to the hilts, most delicate carriages, 
and of very liberal conceit. 

Hamlet. 

What call you the carriages ? 

OsRIC. 

The carriages, sir, are the hangers. 

Hamlet. 

The phrase would be more germane to the 
matter if we could carry a cannon by our sides. 
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OSRIC. 

The king, sir, hath laid, sir, that in a dozen 
passes between yourself and him, he shall not ex- 
ceed you three hits : he hath laid on twelve for 
nine ; and it would come to immediate trial, if 
your lordship would vouchsafe the answer. 

Hamlet. 

How if I answer " no " ? 

OsRIC. 

I mean, my lord, the opposition of your per- 
son in trial 

Hamlet. 

Sir, I will walk here in the hall : if it please 
his majesty, it is the breathing time of day with 
me ; let the foils be brought, the gentleman will- 
ing, and the king hold his purpose, I will win for 
him an I can ; if not, I will gain nothing but my 
shame and the odd hits. 

OsRIC. 

Shall I redeliver you e'en so ? 

Hamlet. 

To this effect, sir, after what flourish your nat- 
ure will. 

OsRic. 

I commend my duty to your lordship. 

Hamlet. 

Yours, yours. {Exit Osric.) He does well 
to commend it himself; there are no tongues 
else for 's turn. 

Horatio. 
You will lose this wager, my lord.
